Wednesday and Wednesday night. This will include snow, freezing rain and sleet, along with coastal 

rains. Areas north of the Kenai Peninsula will see a mix of wintry precipitation and may result in slick 

driving conditions for the Wednesday evening commute.  

A special weather statement has been issued for the Central Interior; Deltana and Tanana Flats; 

Denali; Eastern Alaska Range; Middle Tanana Valley; Upper Koyukuk Valley; Upper Tanana Valley 

and the Fortymile Country; Yukon Flats and Surrounding Uplands. Snow and win are expected 

Tuesday night through Friday. Wind gusts are expected to be 20-35mph with 2-8 inches of snow 

expected to fall. The combination of wind and cold will produce wind chill to around -30F as well.
